who are looking on—and indeed they 
seem to know something about. It—that 
tho big boom has reached Sacramento. 
I t has come to tbe time w hrn argu­ 
ments, no m atter how strong they may 
be, have but little weight either before 
the committees or tho Legislature n* a 
body. 
It requires a strong mctalic a r ­ 
gum ent as a preponderance of proof th at 
there is merit inaDy measure, no matter 
how mnch tbe people of tho State m ay 
be benefited. 
To day there was a t least 
thirty lawyers came up to (Sacramento 
for th e purpose of showiug the law-mak- 
ers now iu session the necessity 
of 
placing more rot on the Statutes of tbe 
State. 
There was also a host of others 
from all parts of the State who carno to 
convince the Solon* in arguments more 
substantial than any law yer could pro­ 
duce that the different measures iu 
which they are interested pro or con, 
should or should not pass as tbe ca*e 
may be. 
Thu# it is th at legislation is 
degenerating. 
The fight over the Mot- 
fit Bill to-night was very interesting in­ 
deed. 
This bill if passed will give tho 
Narrow Gunge Railroad of Oakland the 
right of way through Telegraph avenue 
and other streets in th at city.
